Of late there have been several prosecutions 
arising out of the refusal of ricksha coolies 
to take fares, and it is a pleasure to find 
that the authorities intend putting a stop to 
such unsatisfactory and impudent con- 
duct on the part of the coolies, How it is 
that the ricksha pullers are still content 
to run the risk of prosecution may at first 


sight appear strange, but as one is caught to | 


-about every twenty offending the cause is 
not far to seek. No doubt, in many instances, 
the public are only too willing to wait for 


| another ricksha instead of bringing a charge 


against the puller for refusing to take a fare, 
while in a-very few cases the ricksha man may 
bequick enough to decamp before hisnumber 
is secured. If only. the public went to the 
trouble of'ascertaining ‘their position in the 
matter the desired end would be obtained ; for 
instead of going through ail the formal pro- 
ceedings and ‘consequent waste of time. at 
‘the Magistracy, this would be obviated if the 
number. of the ricksha was sécured ind 
forwarded to the Captain Superintendent of 
Police, who would investigate the case and 
deal with it ashe thought fit. But so long 
as this ‘no Savee” business exists on the part | 
of the public regarding the: “no wanchee” 
‘pidgin of the ricksha puller we must expect 
a continuance of the annoyance and be 
Prepared .to. put up. with a great deal of 
nconveniénce.” If there is a wholesale pro- 
-secution of. these . coolies, followed _ by 
substantial fines, the nuisance ‘will soon: 
cease, and we shall be able to depend upan 
obtaining a seat in,a ricksha. when. one is

The authorities here are trying. to discover 
how it'was that two recent numbers cf the two 
Portuguese newspapers published if ‘Hongkong 
_ound their way into the library of the Clab 
Uniao. The Gommittee. of the Club, several 
members. and even the sefvants were called 
upon to appear before the Administradar do 
Concelho.for investigation, The Chinese ser- 
vants of the Club, believing that they were called 
to be ‘registered under the Servants! Registra, 
tion law, disappeared from, the Club. After a 
great deal of trouble one of the Club directors 
came upon their hiding-place, when it was 
explined to them that their presende before 
the censor was required in order that they might 
state what they knew about the appearance 
ofthe proscribed journals, and th-t they had 
been called for no other pit pose. It was only 
then that they could be induced to re‘urn to 
tothe Club. They declared that’ they would 
“sooner Jose their situations than submit to 
registration. It is said that this registration 
law will not now be enforced. Ths officials 
did not imagine that it would have’ met 
with strong oppositinn. This Proves that they 
ignore Chinese custom acd ways, They are 
completely ignorant of the Chinese lan-uage 
and their institutions. They donot study the 
history of: the Orientals and seek to govern’ 
them after the worst manner of the Occidentals, ' 
i. ¢.,'in an absolute and despotic way, or rather 
in accordance with the whims of each Governor. 
The latter is one of the contributing causes to 
the ruin of Portuguese colonial empire, The | 
Administrador do Concetho had orders to re- 
move the two papers fiom the Club reading- 
‘room, but when he got there they had gone. 
The Committee, probably under superior com- 
mands, discontinued the Club’s su‘scription 
to these papers. An eminent lawyer here 
stated “that if he had been a sub- 
scriber to -the papers he would have 
sent them to the Club and wobld like to see 
who could prevent him. According to this 
gentleman itis illegal to prohibit altogether 
the admission of any paper. The competent 
officials should examine what number contains 
libellous matter and then prohibit its circula- 
tion. In spite of the censorship many people 
teceive the papers here by different means, 
As rega ds the strictures passed by the English 


Press many here read them and discuss | 


the forcible criticisms af those journals. 
The language of one in-particular is very bold 
and defiant. Nevertheless, it is winked at pos.
